There are two things that you do not 
do well enough. 

First, and most important, you can 
take care of the good eyes God gave 
you. Few individuals, few families or 
few institutions make adequate pro- 
visions to prevent ruining the perfect 
vision most of us were given. Poor 
lighting arrangements are gradually 
breaking down good eyesight. We do 
too much reading and other tedious 
and eyestraining jobs. This is part of 
our civilization but proper education 
and proper application of what we 
know will do much to prolong perfect 
vision. Regular visits to your optome- 
trist can help a great deal but too few 
people take advantage of this service. 
Guards and screens and other pro- 
tection around machinery could save 
thousands of eyes that are needlessly

lost every year. Every man, woman 
and child can do much more to pre- 
vent loss of eyesight—do your part. 


The second thing every-one can do 
is be of more help to those who have 
already lost their sight. Life can be 
made desireable and pleasant and use- 
ful schooling and he'p.
